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1957:  A  Year  of  Beginnings 
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In  the  year  1957,  the  U.S.S.R. 
launched  its  first  satellite,  Sputnik,  into 
space.  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  was  enter- 
ing his  second  term  as  president.  Hit 
tunes  such  as  "April  Love"  and 
"Tammy"  raced  up  the  charts.  Pat 
Boone  and  the  Everly  Brothers  won  au- 
diences across  the  country.  "I  Love 
Lucy"  was  the  most  popular  television 
show,  and  three  new  T.V.  series  began 
that  year:  "Leave  it  to  Beaver,"  "Perry 
Mason,"  and  "American  Bandstand." 

The  year  1957  was  also  of  great  im- 
portance for  West  Chatham  County,  as 
ground-breaking  ceremonies  for  a  new 
high  school  on  the  Westside  were  held  on 
October  4,  1957. 


This  is  a  sketch  of  Commercial  High  School  which  housed  Groves  during  its  first  year,  1957-58. 


Groves  High  School  as  it  looked  in  September,  1958,  when  it  opened  its  doors  to  students. 
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Commercial  High  School  graduated  its  last 
senior  class  on  June  2,  1958.  During  the  1957- 
58  school  year,  however,  underclassmen  at 
Commercial  were  already  calling  themselves 
the  Groves  High  School  Rebels. 

The  school  was  dedicated  on  October  12, 
1958.  Dignitaries  from  the  state  and  local  gov- 
ernments were  present  at  the  ceremonies.  Mr. 
Frank  C.  Underwood,  Jr.,  served  as  master  of 
ceremonies.  Other  participants  included  Dr. 
Claude  Purcell,  then  State  Supt.  of  Schools, 
John  B.  Miller,  President  of  the  County  Board 
of  Education,  Mayor  Warren  J.  Oglesby  of 
Garden  City,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  W. 
Groves,  Sr. 

Groves  became  the  second  four  year  high 
school  constructed  in  West  Chatham  County, 
the  first  being  Woodville  High  School  (now 
Tompkins  High),  which  served  black  students. 


The  school  was  dedicated  on  Sunday,  October  12,  1958. 

Groves  graduated  its  first  senior  class  on  June  1,  1959.  Show  below  is  an  invitation  to  that  first  graduation.

The  school  is  named  for  the  late  Robert  W.  Groves,  Sr. 
He  was  a  prominent  business  and  civic  leader  in  Chatham 
County. 

During  his  lifetime,  Mr.  Groves  was  president  of  Stra- 
chan  Shipping  Company  and  of  the  Atlantic  Towing 
Company.  For  many  years  he  was  a  director  of  the  Savan- 
nah Bank  and  Trust  Company  and  served  a  board  chair- 
man from  1942  until  his  death  in  1971. 

Besides  his  many  business  activities,  Mr.  Groves  was 
very  active  in  community  affairs.  He  was  particularly 
interested  in  young  people  and  their  educational  needs.  He 
demonstrated  his  concern  by  giving  both  moral  and  finan- 
cial support  to  programs  at  Groves  High  School. 

Mr.  Groves'  Scottish  heritage  was  honored  by  the 
choice  of  the  school  colors,  black  and  gold,  which  are 
derived  from  his  family's  tartan.  The  school's  nickname 
"The  Rebels"  and  its  mascot  "The  Bagpiper"  were  also 
chosen  to  honor  Mr.  Groves. 

Throughout  the  1960's,  however,  it  was  incorrectly  as- 
sumed that  the  Groves  Rebels  were  Confederate  Rebels. 
The  1970  SENTINEL  was  the  last  yearbook  to  represent 
the  school  as  Confederates.  Under  the  advisement  of 


teachers  Mrs.  Linda  Dekle  and  Miss  Donna  Ackerman, 
the  1971  yearbook  revived  the  Scottish  heritage.  Since 
that  year,  Groves  Rebels  have  been  encouraged  to  live  up 
to  the  independent  traditions  established  by  the  Scottish 
Highlanders  of  the  16th  and  17th  centuries.

Eight  men  have  served  as  prin- 
cipal of  Groves  over  the  past  thir- 
ty years.  Mr.  Donald  M.  Gray 
was  the  first  principal,  serving  in 
this  capacity  until  March,  1964, 
when  he  transferred  to  the  Cen- 
tral Office  Building  for  the  school 
system.  The  school's  rifle  range, 
and  gymnasium  were  built  and 
dedicated  during  Gray's  tenure  at 
Groves.  In  its  first  years  Groves 
served  primarily  white  students  in 
grades  eight  through  twelve. 

Gray's  successor  was  Mr.  J. 


Rife  English,  who  had  served  as 
the  school's  first  assistant  princi- 
pal before  becoming  principal  of 
Chatham  Junior  High  and  then 
the  newly-constructed  Mercer 
Junior  High  School.  Mercer 
opened  on  September  4,  1 962,  be- 
coming Georgia's  first  environ- 
mentally controlled  school.  Eng- 
lish returned  to  Groves  as  its  prin- 
cipal in  April,  1964.  He  remained 
until  January,  1971. 

While  English  was  principal, 
the  school   plant  was  enlarged. 


Additions  to  the  library,  cafete- 
ria, and  gym  were  completed  dur- 
ing the  1967-68  school  year.  The 
loge  was  also  enclosed,  which  pro- 
vided one  additional  classroom 
and  the  current  faculty  work- 
room. English  resigned  in  Janu- 
ary 1971. 

Mr.  Larry  Harley  was  appoint- 
ed principal  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year  and  was  followed  by  Mr.

1971,  to  June,  1973. 

It  was  during  the  Andrews'  ad- 
ministration that  forced  bussing 
was  ordered  by  the  federal  courts. 
This  created  tension  among  black 
and  white  students,  who  were  dis- 
satisfied over  their  school  place- 


ment. Most  of  these  students  had 
gone  to  either  predominately 
black  schools  or  predominately 
white  schools. 

Mr.  Andrews  was  forced  to 
close  school  on  three  occasions 
during  the  1971-72  school  term 
because  of  racially  motivated 


fights.  Chatham  County  police- 
men were  called  in  to  patrol  the 
campus  to  aide  in  maintaining  or- 
der in  the  school.  Assisting  Mr. 
Andrews  during  his  administra- 
tion was  Mr.  Alexander  Speed, 
the  first  black  school  administra- 
tor at  Groves.

During  the  summer  of  1973, 
Andrews  was  appointed  principal 
of  Savannah  High  School.  He  was 
followed  at  Groves  by  Mr.  James 
King. 

Mr.  King  was  well-liked  by 
both  students  and  teachers.  His 
youthfulness  and  energy  brought 
a  refreshing  change  in  the 
school's  atmosphere.  Students 
particularly  liked  his  motorcycle, 
long  hair,  and  humor.  They  felt 


King  was  genuinely  concerned 
with  restoring  school  spirit  and 
unity  at  Groves.  His  administra- 
tion saw  the  revival  of  the  Ring 
Dance,  which  had  last  been  held 
in  1971.  The  Baccalaureate  Ser- 
vice for  seniors  was  revived  by  the 
Class  of  1975  and  continues  to- 
day. Groves  is  the  only  public 
school  in  Chatham  County  that 
has  a  baccalaureate  for  its  sen- 
iors. 


Under  Mr.  King,  pep  rallies 
were  frequent  as  were  school 
dances.  School  spirit  was  at  a 
high,  thus  inspiring  the  football 
team,  coached  by  John  C.  Horn, 
to  finish  the  1974  season  with  the 
best  record  in  the  school's  history. 
The  Rebels  finished  the  regular 
season  with  a  perfect  10-0  record 
and  were  winners  of  the  city  and 
region  titles  with  a  bid  at  the  state 
championship.

Mr.  King  was  succeeded  by 
Mr.  Frank  Tison.  The  Tison  years 
may  well  be  remembered  as  the 
years  of  Chatham  County's  ex- 
periment with  the  quarter  system 
in  the  high  schools.  The  regular 
school  year  was  divided  into  three 
quarters,  similar  to  college.  Stu- 
dents were  allowed  freedom  to  se- 
lect much  of  their  course  of  study. 
A  variety  of  courses  were  offered, 
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but  teachers  struggled  with  lack 
of  textbooks  and  other  teaching 
materials.  The  quarter  system 
was  short-lived  and  ended  in 
1981. 

Interesting  events  to  recall 
from  Tison's  administration  in- 
clude a  fabulous  production  of  the 
musical  "South  Pacific,"  which 
was  directed  by  drama  teacher 
Tim  Tynan  and  choral  director 


Bill  Herrin,  Mr.  Mike  Moyni- 
han's  dinner  theaters,  the  open 
campus,  and  the  hour-long  lunch 
periods  for  teachers  and  students.

principal  of  the  school. 

Cresswell  was  a  progressive 
educator  and  was  always  search- 
ing for  new  and  innovative  pro- 
grams for  the  school.  He  rallied 
the  community  behind  him  in 
making  the  physical  school  plant 
more  attractive.  He  worked  hard 
to  improve  school  spirit  and  was 
very  successful.  He  created  a  sen- 
ior lounge,  equipped  with  a  couch, 
tables,  and  a  television  for  seniors 


to  enjoy  during  their  lunch. 

While  he  was  principal,  the 
school  utilized  the  vacated  build- 
ing across  the  street,  which  was 
formerly  the  Wheathill  Branch  of 
the  Savannah  Vo-Tech  School. 
This  allowed  some  teachers  and 
students  to  teach  and  learn  in  an 
environmentally  controlled  build- 
ing. Groves  lost  access  to  this 
building  for  regular  classes  when 
the  Secondary  Technical  Center

opened  in  1984. 

Two  of  CresswelFs  most  inno- 
vative programs  were  the  opening 
of  the  school  building  at  night  as  a 
community  education  center  and 
the  creation  of  a  summer  program 
for  gifted  students.  The  commu- 
nity education  center  provided 
continuing  education  for  people 
of  all  ages.  Courses  were  offered 
in  business,  art  and  recreation.

available  to  interested  persons. 
That  program  was  short-lived, 
but  "The  Academy,"  for  gifted 
students,  continues  to  operate 
each  summer  at  Bartlett  Middle 
School. 

Cresswell  was  a  hard  worker, 
and  he  worked  his  teachers  hard. 
He  expected  success  out  of  the 
teachers  and  students.  He  be- 
lieved there  was  no  such  thing  as  a 
burned  out  teacher.  He  once  told 


the  faculty:  "If  a  teacher  says  he's 
burned  out,  he  was  never  really 
lit."  That,  of  course,  was  his  opin- 
ion. His  teachers,  however,  had 
their  own  opinions  of  that  state- 
ment. 

During  Cresswell's  administra- 
tion, Groves  had  its  first  female 
assistant  principal  appointed. 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Williams  served 
one  year  in  the  capacity  of  assis- 
tant principal  before  transferring 


to  Beach  High  School  as  an  assis- 
tant principal. 

Cresswell  resigned  in  June, 
1985,  to  become  principal  of 
Heritage  High  School  in  Conyers, 
Georgia.  Mr.  R.  Wayne  Bland, 
an  alumnus  of  Groves,  was  named 
to  succeed  Cresswell  as  the 
school's  eighth  principal. 

Bland's  first  task  on  the  job  was 
to  enforce  much-needed  rules  and 
discipline  over  a  student  body

that  had  become  too  accustomed 
to  a  more  relaxed  educational  en- 
vironment. These  actions  estab- 
lished Bland  as  a  very  firm  ad- 
ministrator and  set  the  tone  that 
has  remained  constant  through- 
out his  three  years  at  Groves. 

Mr.  Bland  believes  Groves  is  a 
good  school,  but  in  order  to  reach 
excellence  continued  changes 
within  the  school  are  necessary. 
He  believes  excellence  in  educa- 


tion will  not  be  achieved  until 
teachers  understand  their  pur- 
pose at  school  is  to  teach,  the  stu- 
dents' role  is  to  study  and  learn, 
and  parents  are  to  reinforce  that 
learning  at  home. 

During  his  first  year,  it  was 
Bland's  strong  leadership  that 
contributed  to  Groves  High  suc- 
cessfully completing  its  ten-year 
self-evaluation.  The  school  was 
reaccredited  in    1986  by  the 


Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Schools. 

His  three  years  as  principal 
have  seen  major  systemwide  and 
statewide  changes  in  education. 
Curriculum  alignment  has  been 
implemented  in  high  schools 
throughout  the  county,  now  pro- 
viding consistency  across  the 
school  system.  The  Board  of  Edu- 
cation has  also  set  a  minimum 
passing  grade  of  70  for  course

work,  and  it  changed  from  stu- 
dents receiving  letter  grades  to 
students  receiving  numerical 
grades.  The  Board  also  now  pro- 
hibits the  use  of  tobacco  in  any 
form  by  students  and  teachers  on 
school  property. 

These  changes,  along  with  ad- 
ditional guidelines  resulting  from 
Governor  Joe  Frank  Harris' 
Quality  Basic  Education  Act, 


have  been  demanding  on  adminis- 
trators, as  well  as  on  teachers  and 
students.  It  has  taken  the  strong 
leadership  ability  of  Mr.  Bland  to 
help  make  these  many  changes 
less  stressful  on  his  faculty  and 
students.  Without  doubt,  he  has 
been  the  motivating  force  that  has 
helped  parents,  teachers,  and  stu- 
dents at  Groves  adapt. 

Mr.  Bland  stresses  success,  es- 


pecially academic  success.  One 
program  he  implemented  this 
year  was  the  tutorial  program,  in 
which  students  receive  tutoring 
from  teachers  on  Wednesday 
afternoons  after  school.  He  places 
academics  first  in  his  list  of  priori- 
ties for  his  school.  Perhaps  for  the 
first  time  in  the  school's  history 
there  exists  a  healthy  balance  be- 
tween academics,  athletics,  and

extra-curricular  activities.  Our 
standardized  test  scores  are  ris- 
ing, and  this  year's  Georgia  Basic 
Skills  Writing  Test  scores  exceed- 
ed the  passing  percentage  of  those 
of  both  the  local  system  and  the 
state.  Passing  this  test  is  now 
mandatory  in  order  to  receive  a 
regular  diploma  in  Georgia. 

Bland  seems  to  have  an  endless 
supply  of  energy.  He  is  a  thinker 
and  is  always  "brainstorming" 


for  better  ways  to  improve  educa- 
tion. 

While  the  twentieth  century  is 
fading,  the  Class  of  2000  is  al- 
ready completing  kindergarten 
this  year.  What  does  the  future 
hold  for  them?  Mr.  Bland  is  very 
optimistic  about  the  future  of 
public  education  in  Chatham 
County,  especially  at  Groves.  He 
believes  that  in  the  very  near  fu- 
ture this  school  and  system  will 


become  one  of  the  top  educational 
organizations  in  the  state.

Supreme  Court  by  a  58-42  vote,  which  ended  a  long  contentious  debate  over  a  judge 

alternately  portrayed  as  a  brilliant  jurist  and  a  dangerous  extremist. 

The  Dow  Jones  industrial  stock  average  dropped  508  points,  the  largest  in  history,  on 
Monday.  October  19.  Some  called  it  a  "crash,"  others  called  it  "Black  Monday." 
Whatever  it  was,  it  stripped  $500  billion  from  the  market  value  of  U.S.  securities. 


Marine  Lt.  Col.  Oliver  L.  North,  was  a  key  official  in  the  plan  to  finance  anti- 
government  rebels  in  Nicaragua  with  money  from  arms  sales  to  Iran.  In  testimony 
before  the  Iran-Contra  hearings  in  Washington,  North  became  somewhat  of  a 

celebrity. 


Television  evangelists  Jim 
and  Tammy  Bakker  said 
farewell  to  the  PTL  ministry 
in  March.  Jim  Bakker  re- 
signed after  confessing  to  a 
sexual  encounter  with  a 
young  woman.  Tammy 
Bakker  bowed  out  of  the 
broadcasts  to  undergo  treat- 
ment for  drug  dependency. 


A  barge  filled  with  3.128 
tons  of  garbage  became  a  na- 
tional joke  and  a  symbol  of 
the  nation's  worsening  prob- 
lem with  solid  waste  man- 
agement. The  barge,  looking 
for  a  place  to  dump  its  cargo, 
was  banned  by  six  states  and 
three  foreign  countries  be- 
fore an  incinerator  reduced  it 
to  ash. 


Democratic  presidential  candi- 
date Gary  Hart  was  forced  to 
drop  his  bid  for  the  presidency 
after  it  was  reported  that  he  was 
romantically  involved  with  Don- 
na Rice,  a  29  year  old  aspiring 
actress  and  model  from  Miami. 
He  then  surprisingly  re-entered 
the  race  for  the  bid  in  mid-  De- 
cember. 
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The  Golden  Gate  Bridge  in  San  Francisco  celebrated  its  50th  birthday.  About 
250,000  people  jammed  onto  the  bridge  for  an  anniversary  walk  across  the 
span.  Another  500,000  packed  the  bridge  approaches  but  were  denied  access 
because  the  engineers  feared  the  span  could  not  support  the  weight. 


An  earthquake  that  measured  6.1  on  the  Richter  scale  hit  Southern  California 
in  October.  It  was  not  a  catastrophic  quake,  but  the  damage  was  extensive. 
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In  the  six  years  since  Americans  first  heard  of  a 
mysterious  immunity-robbing  disease  from  which  no 
one  recovers,  AIDS  has  killed  nearly  25,000 
Americans,  millions  of  dollars  have  poured  into 
medical  research  and  President  Reagan  has 
proclaimed  the  plague  "Public  Health  Enemy  No. 
1."

Plagued  by  injuries,  the  Groves  Rebels 
limped  through  an  inconsistent  season.  On 
opening  night  at  Memorial  Stadium 
against  Savannah  High  the  Rebels  took 
an  early  lead  in  the  first  quarter  when 
Kevin  Wagner  and  Vincent  Campbell 
hooked  up  on  a  TD  pass.  Groves  would 
miss  the  two-point  conversion,  which 
would  later  prove  vital.  In  the  second  half, 
SHS  would  score  a  touchdown  and  a  two- 
point  conversion  to  win  8-6. 

Bouncing  back  from  a  bitter  defeat,  the 
Rebels  returned  home  for  a  date  with  the 
two-time  defending  Region  champs, 
Bradwell  Institute.  Groves  scored  early 
and  often  to  knock  off  the  tenth-ranked 
Tigers,  32-15. 

Coming  off  their  big  win,  the  Rebs  trav- 
eled across  town  to  play  Windsor  Forest. 
The  undefeated  Knights  were  excited 
about  their  "Wonderball"  offense.  It  was 
soon  a  known  fact  that  "Wonderball"  was 
no  match  for  "Rebelball".  Groves  cruised 


its  way  to  a  40-14  thrashing  of  the 
Knights. 

The  Rebels  returned  home  to  entertain 
their  arch-rival  Benedictine.  The  Rebels 
soon  found  out  that  win  number  three 
would  not  be  easy.  Dean  Kicklighter  ran 
all  over  the  "Nasty  Bunch"  to  lead  B.C.  to 
a  20-6  win. 

After  the  tough  loss  to  B.C.  the  Rebels 
hosted  Statesboro.

Groves  made  its  longest  journey  of  the 
year  when  it  traveled  to  Brunswick  to  take 
on  Glynn  Academy.  Kevin  Wagner 
passed  for  a  season  high  254  yards,  but 
Groves  still  lost,  35-  14. 

Groves  returned  home  for  the  annual 
homecoming  game.  This  year's  opponent 
was  Johnson  High  School.  The  Atoms- 
mashers  ruined  homecoming  for  the  Reb- 
els. Kevin  Wagner  sealed  the  Rebels'  fate 


with  two  key  interceptions  in  the  fourth 
quarter.  The  Rebels  lost  17-13. 

The  Rebels  four-  game  skid  finally  had 
a  ray  of  hope  when  they  met  the  Tompkins 
Wolverines,  who  were  winless  in  their 
"trail  of  tears."  Groves  finally  won  as  they 
knocked  back  the  Wolverines  28-6.  Victor 
Baxter  carried  the  ball  15  times  for  122 
yards. 

Groves  faced  its  toughest  task  of  the 
season  the  following  week  as  they  traveled 
to  Springfield  to  play  the  undefeated  Ef- 
fingham Rebels.
